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Barden, City to negotiate cable TV contract 


Council votes unanimously on Mayor Oakley ’s recommendation 


Barden Cablevision, which con- 
structed Inkster’s impressive cable 
TV system, will have an opportun- 
ity to expand into neighboring 
Romulus and Van Buren Township. 

Romulus City Council and the 
Van Buren Township Board of Su- 
pervisors last Tuesday voted to en- 
ter into negotiations with Don Bar- 
den. President of Cablevision to see 
if the parties can come to an agree- 
ment on the franchise. 

Romulus and Van Buren had ear- 
lier awarded their respective com- 


munity’s franchises to Comcast of 
Philadelphia, however, that com- 
pany decided to back out of the 
agreement, arguing that the com- 
munities had placed too many 
obstacles upon it. 

“I was really impressed with 
Barden s presentation and his 
sincerity to get the job done/' said 
Patricia Cullin. Van Buren 
Township supervisor. I think this 
thing has been delayed long enough . 
and we should proceed im- 


mediately. 

“And, from what I hear and see at 
what Mr Barden has done in Inks- 
ter. I’m sure that he will be able to 
offer our citizens an equally excel- 
lent system.” 

At Tuesday night's Romulus City 
Council meeting, Mayor William 
Oakley asked for and received 
unanimous approval to enter into 
negotiations with Barden. 

“On behalf of myself and the 
other members of the cable TV 


committee. I would like to recom- 
mend that we be authorized to 
negotiate with Barden Cablevision 
for the purpose of finalizing an ordi- 
nance and franchise agreement for 
the establishment of Cable TV ser- 
vice in Romulus. 

“It is our intention to have an 
ordinance and franchise agreement 
which is as close as possible to the 
one already adopted with the pre- 
vious company. 

■‘It might be that we will have to 
call upon Dr Thomas Kuth for his 


advice on technical matters that 
might arise in the negotiations.” 
Mayor Oakley’s statement said. 

Dr. Kuth is a member of a cable 
TV consulting firm out of Ann Arbor 
which helped evaluate the bids and 
proposals submitted to the city for 
consideration. 

Councilman Barry Baumann la- 
ter said that he had some concerns 
about the pending negotiations with 
Barden. 

I hope that it all works out,” 
Baumann said “But. I feel we can’t 


stray from the original proposal be- 
cause that could cause some prob- 
lems. If we deviate from the 
adopted ordinance we could be 
opening ourselves to a lawsuit by 
the other compamy, (Comcast).” 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
replied that “anytime you walk out 
on an agreement, you have no 
agreement. You also have no right 
to contest any future action be- 
tween the other parties when the 
company leaves you high and dry.”

heated council controversy 


Jobs are scarce — few will deny 
that. 

And cities are feeling the econo- 
mic crunch and trying to save 
money wherever and whenever 
they can. Most are also trying to 
hire employees at a cost-savings to 
the city, so when Mayor William 
Oakley recommended to City Coun- 
cil last week that he wanted its 
approval to hire a contractual em- 
ployee for the finance department, 
it appeared to be a bargain 

It also stirred up a hornets nest. 

Cities usually don t have to pay 
contract employees fringes such as 
hospitalization. The worker usually 
forfeits benefits. 

However, at least one resident 
stated in writing that he wanted the 
position and questioned Council 
why it is violating the City Charter 
which has a residency ruie for em- 
ployment 

The resident also criticized the 
city for not advertising the avail- 
able position 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
agreed 

As long as we have qualified 
people in Romulus for city jobs I 
feel we should hire those people. ' 
Raspberry said “I can t under- 
stand how we can ignore these peo- 
ple and our own citizens ” 


Mayor Oakley replied that the 
candidate for the job had been tu- 
tored by city employees and “has 
the qualifications that we need. If 
we had not advertised for the posi- 
tion, then how did the resident hear 
about the job?” 

Raspberry stood his grounds that 
the charter, via an ordinance, made 
it clear that when a position is open 
it should be filled by a resident 
whenever possible These are the 
people who pay the taxes to keep 
this city running.” 


“Because the charter and com- 
mon sense dictates,” Raspberry 
added, l feelthat this appointment 
should be denied.” 

However. Raspberry failed to get 
the support of his colleagues. Vot- 
ing to deny the appointment were 
councilman John Lawkowicz and 
Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks, 
while Junior Block. Barry 
Baumann, Peter Bergeron and 
Alan Lambert supported the 
mayor s recommendation 


Mobile home law 
erupts in debate 


Mobile homes meeting local ordi- 
nance specifications will now be 
allowed on any land in Canton 
Township following a precedent set- 
ting decision by the Township 
Board of Trustees Tuesday 
evening. 

The decision came after lengthy 
debate and study of the issue and. 
according to Township Supervisor 
James Poole, was prompted by a 
recent supreme court decision 
which determined that mobile units 
cannot be relegated to mobile home 


parks or restricted altogether from 
local subdivisions and individual 
lots as was the case in many areas. 

“You often have to act contrary to 
your own desires and ideas in gov- 
ernment,” Padgetsaid, “and this is 
one of those times This is the clas- 
sic dilemma, we can t outlaw so we 
must regulate.” 

Poole explained that the entire 
issue was generated by the sup- 
reme court decision and that the 
board would be in serious danger if 
the members chose to ignore the

An open letter to Mary Lou Carey, Huron 
Township Clerk : 

Dear Ms. Carey, 

Since you feel “qualified'' to tell the voters of 
Van Buren Township how to vote, perhaps you 
would like some accurate information to assist 
you in this endeavor. 

It’s true, you did survive a recall attempt in 
your township. Perhaps the reason you survived 
is because you do a good job as Clerk in Huron 
Township. I don’t know because I follow the poli- 
tical scene in Huron Township about as much as 
you apparently follow the political scene in Van 
Buren Township. This is readily apparent be- 
cause that statement is probably the only true 
fact in your guest editorial that appeared in last 
week's paper. The other true fact is your obvious 
friendship with Doreen Craven and Pat Cullin. 

You stated the voters are “being used by a 
small group of discontented persons who are the 
supporters of the losers in the last township elec- 
tion.”

I n Michigan, voters have been reluctant to 
take such dramatic arbitrary actions in the hope 
that the message for better governement and 
equitable taxes would be heard. Why are Michi- 
gan representatives still off the target and not 
listening? 

Let’s get on those targets. Let's get down to 
cutting waste, fraud and unnecessary 
bureaucracy. Let’s make taxes more fair Part 
by part the system must be analyzed. Those 
parts which serve to benefit the government 
"ore than the public should be removed or mod- 


they want, also the way they have “treated” 
several employes and “mistreated” others, the 
general discontent among the employes at the 
township, the way they have misled, and mis- 
treated the senior citizens at the hall, misuse of 
water department funds, budgetary abuses, 
sloppy accounting with the intent to cover up 
waste and other abuses, overpayments to cer- 
tain professional advisors, etc., etc., etc. . . 

You indicate that final solutions to problems 
take time, money j thought and study. These peo- 
ple have had a great deal of all of these things to 
work with. They have enjoyed the time, wasted 
the money, thought about feathering their own 
nests, and ignored the studies. One committee 
after another has submitted their studies and 
recommendations, only to have them “received 
and filed.” Whatever happened to all the recom- 
mendations made by the Landifll Committee? 
Nothing! Maybe that is why all but two mem- 
bers of that committee have resigned recently. 
Maybe that is why there have been so many 
resignations from committees in general. No- 
body likes to expend their labors and effort only 
to have their suggestions and recommendations 
ignored without so much as discussion and con- 
sideration. 

I’m glad you feel all the problems in Van 
Buren Township have been “solved in the cor- 
rect way” as you so aptly state. You should be so 
lucky to live here. Then you could enjoy the fine 
life we do with the odors and flies from the 
dump, the embarrassment of the hiring prac- 
tices associated with our police department 
which are approved by the board majority, the- 
nicknames associated with our receiving De- 
troit’s sludge at the dump, our lack of sewer 
lines in many parts of the township, poor drain- 
age in others, receiving toxic chemcials in the 
dump, poor roads, outrageous assessments on 
some homes to compesate for inadequate 
assessments on others, a beautiful park which 
many citizens refuse to use because of the stor- 
ies they hear about what goes on in it and why 
the police don’t patrol in the park, etc., etc., 
etc . . . Perhaps you should spend less time talk- 
ing to Pat and Doreen and more time talking to 
the citizens of Van Buren. 

I think it is wonderful that Doreen could take 
the time, at taxpayer’s expense, and become so 
well educated, at taxpyer’s expense, so she 
could receive a nice certificate of accommoda- 
tion from Rep. Mahalak and others, at tax- 
payer’s expense. I’m certain she now has 
learned to fill out the required forms very well 
and do other clerical tasks associated with her 
office. Too bad they didn't teach her how to vote 
on matters before the board, such as the crea- 
tion of a position within the police department, 
specifically that of police commander and selec- 
tion of an appointee to that position, even after 
an arrest record is questioned prior to the vote. 
It is obvious, as you suggest, she and Pat both 
have our “best interest at heart.” 

If it appears, Ms. Carey, that I feel you haven’t 
shown a good deal of knowledge thus far in your 
editorial, let me say that when you started tell- 
ing the voters what would happen should the 
recall succeed, and what the recall is going to 
cost that it really became apparent you didn’t 
know anything. It really made me question your 
own qualifications as a “Certified Municiple 
Clerk.” Perhaps you should go back for a re- 


ified. Raising taxes should have been the Gov- 
ernors last option not his first. 

When the State adopted the recent laws re- 
garding foster care units, landfills and mobile 
homes, it was closer to the target but still out of 
balance. Local zoning ordinances that are total- 
ly pre-empted and neighborhoods that are bur- 
dened with the ordors, trucks and dust of a land- 
fill . are some of the effects of this type of legisla- 
tion The importance of local community input 
and participation did not receive due attention 
and emphasis in these laws. 

Some of the current targets which governe- 
ment should be aiming at are well known: 1) 
diversifying the economy while creating 
meaningful jobs; 2) supporting schools with a 
more equitable source of funding than the prop- 
erty tax. yet maintaining local control of curri- 
culum and quality : 3) removing the waste and 
work disincentives from welfare programs 
while retaining adequate funding levels for 
those truly in need. 

Certainiy finding and maintaining the balance 
is the greater task It is also without question 
that the search for balance requires the parti- 


feresher course? I’m not going to take the space 
in this letter to fully explain the procedure to 
you , but I will mention the most blatant omission 
you made. That is the fact that even if it occurs 
that the Governor would have to make some 
appointments, which rarely happens, those per- 
sons appointed by the Governor would only 
serve until the voters can elect new officials 
through another election. That period of time 
will be very short and the voters will still deter- 
mine their own destiny through the democratic 
process. Pretty important point to leave out, 
don’t you think? 

You mention it costs $10,000 to conduct a spe- 
cial election. I could argue your estimates with 
you but I won't. The figure is meaningless in the 
case of the Van Buren Recall. You see, and I 'm 
sure you realized this but overlooked it because 
$10,000 sounded more impressive. Van Buren is 
not conducting a special election just for the 
purpose of voting the recall. The recall election 
is being conducted along with the regularly 
scheduled Primary Election, August 10, 1982. 
This means the cost to the taxpayers will be just 
a small portion of the figure you so boldly sug- 
gest. The same will be true of the second elec- 
tion, to elect new officials when the recall suc- 
ceeds. That second election will undoubtedly be 
held along with the regular election November 
2, 1982, again saving the taxpayers. This means 
that both elections will cost less than is probably 
being wasted in free gasoline alone in a year’s 
time, to say nothing about the other forms of 
waste going on. All in all, it doesn’t look like a 
bad deal, does it? 

Finally, you mention something about the si- 
lent majority and the vocal minority. Let me 
assure you, Ms. Carey, that whatever happens 
with regard to this recall, it will be the majority 
of the voters going to the polls August 10, 1982, 
that will decide the fate of Van Buren Township. 
Not some outsider sticking her nose into other 
peoples business without so much as adequate 
facts to back up her statements, most of which 
were nothing but innuendo to begin with. Let me 
remind you that over 2,000 people signed one or 
more of the recall petitions and that nearly 1,700 
signatures were certified by the county, when 
only 1 ,096 were required to bring about the recall 
election. Does this sound like merely a vocal 
minority? As chairman of the Van Buren Recall 
Committee, I know how much effort and how 
many people worked on the petition drive. I have 
had occasion to talk to thousands of people in our 
township and I know how they feel about their 
present government. 1 know of the embarrass- 
ment they feel over how Pat Cullin. Doreen 
Craven, Tom Welty, Tim Toohey, and Chester 
Wojie have conducted the affairs of our 
township. I urge every voter to go to the polls on 
August 10, 1982. and express their concern over 
the future of our township. I know that on August 
10, an overwhelming majority of voters will vote 
“YES” on each of the five to recall them all. 

After the recall of these five succeeds, I’m 
certain your apology for butting in will be 
accepted by the voters of Van Buren Township. I 
believe they are big enough to excuse the mis- 
takes of outsiders. The mistakes of the “insid- 
ers” are much harder to forgive.

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Controversy erupts over Waltz ‘ fundraiser ’ 


Huron Board reprimands police chief 


Police Chief Joe Carney called it 
“a public lynching,” in reference to 
the goings-on at the Huron 
Township Council meeting last 
week where an angry and boister- 
ous crowd representing the Waltz 
Improvement Association spoke 
long and loud, requesting that the 
board “either fire or at least de- 
mote Joe Carney.” 

The controversy stemmed from 
actions taken at the Waltz Home- 
coming the previous weekend, 
when Chief Carney closed down the 
Waltz Improvement Association s 
gambling concessions, but failed to 
do likewise to the Fire Depart- 


ment’s jar game, which was also on 
the premises. 

According to a prepared state- 
ment read by Kevin Krzyske on be- 
half of the association, Joe Carney, 
in very simple terms, stopped all 
gaming tables, including the Waltz 
Improvement Association s own 
dice game which has been in opera- 
tion for 4 to 5 years previously, but 
knowingly and willfully neglected 
to close down games that did not 
profit (the Association) directly.” 

Chief Carney defended his ac- 
tions by citing an outside operator 
and different games than in the past 
as part of his reasoning. 


“They never had Black-Jack 
tables or a Deep-Six Wheel before,” 
he said, “and Don Sinclair knew 
what I meant when I told him to shut 
down I never mentioned the jar 
game or the raffle. From my under- 
standing, Mr. Sinclair did that on 
his own, then Mr. Krzyske had the 
impression I ordered it done. 

“As a matter of fact, I never 
touched their raffle, and it went 
well,” he added. 

Sinclair claims that Chief Carney 
ordered all gambling stopped, and 
refuted the statement that anything 
other than that was implied. 

As for the outside operator being 


used. Sinclair insisted that this isn t 
unusual at all 

“We are in a situation like other 
groups in the community that just 
don't have people to run the opera- 
tions, so this was excellent for us,” 
he said. 

“When Mr. Sinclair explained to 
me,” Chief Carney said, * that of the 
expected $20,000 that would be 
taken out of the community was the 
operator’s 50^ fee, 1 knew 1 had to 
do something. ” 

What ’apparently bothered Sinc- 
lair was the seeming double stan- 
dard that went on. allowing some 
organizations to indulge while de- 


nying others the same right. A mo- 
tion was made by board trustee 
Frederick Ashby and was sup- 
ported by Gary Bates to Suspend 
without pay for a period of 30 days” 
the Chief of Police as a disciplinary 
measure for his actions (or lack of 
them). The motion was defeated by 
a 5-2 count. 

Regarding the closing up of the 
gambling booths, Ashby said: I'm 
with him (Chief Carney) on that. 
Close them all up. What I'm saying 
is that he didn't go through with all 
of his duties— he should have closed 
everything down. Have no double- 
standards and don't show 


Child killer to be sentenced on July 22 

Romulus man found guilty in New Year’s Day slaying 


A Romulus man was found guilty 
in the New Year’s Day shooting 
death of a 10-year-old Romulus girl. 

Ronald Taylor Jr . , as convicted of 
second degree murder last week in 
Wayne County Circuit Court for the 
fatal shooting of ten year-old Moni- 
ca Webb. 

Taylor was also found guilty of 
five counts of assault with intent to 
murder and one count of using a 
fire-arm in committing a felony. 
The additional charges resulted 


from Taylor also wounding Moni- 
ca’s twin sister, Erika through the 
arm; a bullet grazed her brother, 
Robert Jr., 13 years old. 

Mrs. Webb was also hit by a bullet 
during the shooting spree. 

The incident investigated, by the 
Romulus police department, took 
place on New Year’s Day when a 
get together at the Webb home on 
Moore Street in Romulus was ter- 
minated when Taylor was asked to 


leave after he began using profani- 
ties in front of the children. 

Taylor returned to the area with a 
.30 caliber rifle and repeatedly shot 
into the house. 

Monica Webb was shot in the head 
while seated on the living room 
couch in front of the window. 

Approximately 28 shots were 
fired into the front of the residence, 
which resulted in the fatal shooting 
and wounding of the other children. 

Taylor then left the area. 


When the Webb family left for the 
hospital, Taylor again returned and 
started shooting into the rear of the 
home while Romulus officers were 
still there. 

Taylor was apprehended by 
Romulus officers a short distance 
from the scene. 

Special Assistant Prosecutor. 
Tim Kenney, stated that Romulus 
Detectives and Police Officers con- 
ducted a thorough investigation. 

Detective Sergeant David Early 


stated the aerial photographs which 
were later taken of the scene were 
very instrumental during the trial. 

The State Police Crime Labora- 
tory at Northville were called and 
assisted in obtaining evidence. 

The second degree murder 
charge carries a sentence up to life 
in prison. Sentencing is set for July 
22 .

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Inkster woman sues 


Hegira is accused of 
civil rights violation 


An Inkster woman has accused 
the local branch of the Hegira Prog- 
rams, Inc., with racial discrimina- 
tion and violation of her civil rights. 

Norma D. McDaniel, who was 
fired by the corporation, has filed a 
suit, through her attorney Jack F. 
Gardner of Southfield, in Wayne 
County Circuit Court, charging offi- 
cials of the Hegira Programs with 
racial discrimination and subse- 
quent loss of employment. 

Ms. McDaniel is seeking “dam- 
ages for injury or loss caused by 
each violation of Civil Rights Act, 
including expenses, costs and attor- 
ney’s fees in excess of $10,000, and 
without limitation, damages which 
are compensatory, exemplary, 
punitive or liquidated , or all of them 
allowed by the Act , together with all 
costs of the litigation.” 

Ms. McDaniel, a high school 
graduate with two years of college 
credit, was first employed by 
Hegira Programs, Inc , as a service 
and account assistant on Jan. 30, 
1978. Hegira, a drug and alcoholic 


abuse center, is a non-profit cor- 
poration whose offices are located 
at 1375 Inkster Road. 

McDaniel, in her complaint, 
noted that in June of 1978 she was 
promoted from Service and 
Account Assistant to Patient Ser- 
vice Coordinator and that she has 
successfully completed the prob- 
ationary period. That she had in 
subsequent months received salary 
increases and that in November of 
1980, she was informed by her ex- 
ecutive director that “there would 
be a reorganization effective im- 
mediately.” 

In the reorganizational shuffle, 
Ms. McDaniel’s title “was in 
approximately January of 1979, 
changed from Patient Services 
Coordinator to Patient Services 
Coordinator/Patient Rights Officer, 
and additional duties added, princi- 
pally, the duties concerning patient 
rights. She was also placed on a six 
month probation which would have 
ended Aug. 6, 1981. 

McDaniel alleges that during sub- 


sequent months, through office 
manuevers and politics by her su- 
pervisors, she was left frustrated 
and the unfair practices left her 
emotionally upset that in Novem- 
ber of 1981, she took a day off and 
visited her physician for depress- 
ion. And that the following day she 
field a complaint about the situation 
at the office with the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission. 

McDaniel said she took a medical 
leave, having accumulated 160 
hours of sick time and 123 hours of 
vacation time and during the 
medical leave she was informed 
that she was terminated from her 
position. 

McDaniel said that she believes 
.she was fired because she filed an 
internal grievance and a complaint 
with MCRC. 

“We believe that there are no basis 
for these claims,” said Edward 
Forry, Executive Director of 
Hegira. “We have documented ev- 
erything necessary to prove it.

U.S. Department 
of Labor officials 


visit Van Buren 


Officials from the United States 
Department of Labor recently vi- 
sited the Van Buren area and va- 
rious career training programs at 
Wayne County Community College. 
The Downriver Community Confer- 
ence have contracted for these 
programs at the College’s Western 
and Downriver Centers. 

The U.S. Department of Labor 
officials, Ray Uhalde, Labor Eco- 
nomist and Tom Joyce, Contract 
Officer, came to WC3 to evaluate 
the programs and talk with instruc- 
tors and students. The officials 
said, they ‘were very impressed 
with the quality and intensity of the 
program/* 

This program of the Downriver 
Community Conference, a $3.8 mil- 
lion federally funded project, is cur- 
rently the only comprehensive re- 
training program for displaced 
workers in the nation. It services 
unemployed persons affected by 
plant closing of 15 Downriver com- 
munities. 

Wayne County Community 
Coolege and the Downriver Com- 
munity Conference have designed 
an array of high-tech programs 
which include Electronics, Building 
Operations Management, Machine 
Tool, Bookkeeper/Accountant, 
Computer Data Processing, Word 
Processing and Drafter Detailer. 

The DCC programs are very con- 
centrated . It is not unusual for a stu- 
dent to attend class six to 10 hours a 
day, four days a week, accelerat- 
ing training time to almost half the 
period of a regular academic prog- 
ram. This enables students to finish 
their training and get back to the 
job market quickly. 


A popular example of a new high- 
tech programs attracting WC3- 
DCC/Consortium students is the 
Electronics program. 

According to Western Center 
Electronics Technology instructor, 
Dennis Senko, completion of even 
the basic Electronics curriculum at 
WC3 will qualify students for entry- 
level jobs. “We hope to convey the 
fundamental building blocks which 
apply to most electrical applica- 
tions,” says Senko. 

“The Western program is a sort 
of pilot situation, with heavy emph- 
asis on the re-training needs of un- 
employed people who come to us 
with an interest in the Electronics 
field . Our goal is to make these per- 
sons employable with a specialty: 
competent in areas where produc- 
tive electronic technicians are 
needed.” 

Much of the Electronics instruc- 
tion at the Western Center in Belle- 
ville, comes from a “hands-on” 
approach. Available at WC3 facili- 
ties is state-of-the-art equipment in 
modern laboratory settings. In the 
instructional lab settings. Electro- 
nics students work in teams of two, 
facilitating learning with one 
another as well as the instructor. 

Course work includes experience 
with Digital Systems Analyzers, 
Analog Signals, electronics studies 
relating to Robotics and the study of 
AC variations.

The decision by the Wayne Coun- 
ty Commission not to lower proper- 
ty valuations below the 50 percent 
level actually resulted in lower 
taxes for persons in 233 Wayne 
County communities, according to 
state Rep Tom Brown ( D - 
Westland). 

Brown, a member of the House 
Taxation Committee, said a propos- 
al to equalize residential property 
at less than the required 50 percent 
of value would have increased taxes 
in those communities by more than 
$3 1 million The reason is that the 
state guidelines, in reality, only re- 
quire that property be assessed at 
between 49 percent and 50 percent 
of true cash value . But . if the state is 
forced to apply and equalization 
factor because local assessments 
are less than 49 percent, everybody 
is brought to the 50 percent level. 

“State law requires that property 
be assessed at 50 percent of true 
cash value/' noted Brown. “When 
assessments are below that level, 
the equalization process applies a 
factor to assessments to bring the 
assessment levels up to 50 percent. 
However, state guidelines provide 
that if assessments are between 49

percent and 50 percent, no increase 
is necessary. 

“In 1982. 33 Wayne County com- 
munities assessed at more than 49 
percent . but less than 50 percent . If 
the Wayne County Board had lo- 
wered these assessments even 
more ( below 49 percent of true cash 
value) , the state equalization factor 
would have brought the actual 
valuations back to 50 percent — 
higher than what they are now.” 


Rep. Brown said the tax savings 
for Westland homeowners totalled 
$457,983. Homeowners in Wayne 
saved $16,220 because of the board 
action. 

“Property tax law is a compli- 
cated issue,” Brown noted. “It’s 
hard to understand that by refusing 
to lower property valuations, the 
Wayne County board actually 
saved the taxpayers dollars — but 
that’s exactly what happened.”

Childhood fantasies come true 


Kevin Ruark and his dream home

Westland man has 2 careers

Neither the stifling heat of an 
African summer nor the bitter 
cold of a Michigan winter can 
-stop Kevin Ruark. At least not 
when it comes to building homes. 

Ruark’s latest creation, a 1700- 
square-foot beauty styled in the 
architecture of the 1880 s, is lo- 
cated at the corner of Hix and 
Glenwood in Westland. Among 
its features are a cantilever 
porch, country kitchen, three 
bedrooms, living, dining and 
family rooms, oak floors, two 
baths and a basement with 
wooden walls — the first of its 
kind built in Westland. 

For the 24-year-old Ruark this 
house marks the latest achieve- 
ment in construction work that 
dates back to his days as a stu- 
dent at John Glenn High. 

“This is a working hobby,” ex- 
plained Ruark, who graduated 
from Houghton College in New 
York and is contemplating a 
medical career. “I began work- 
ing with construction crews in 
high school and during the sum- 
mers to help put myself through 


college. 

“One summer I built mission 
homes in Niger, Africa,” he 
added. “It was in the middle of 
the desert and the temperature 
hit 130 degrees. The houses were 
constructed of block, homemade 
brick and bamboo — it was near- 
ly impossible to get wood. 

“Building a home over there is 
10 times harder and takes 10 
times longer than here.” 

Maybe so, but Ruark had to 
battle some record snowfalls last 
winter while working on what he 
terms a “Southern Country 
Farm House/' based on a floor 
plan he picked up from a North 
Carolina builder. 

Despite the elements, Ruark 
and friend Buzz Armstrong of 
Westland completed the struc- 
ture in six months (“It would 
have taken half the time in the 
summer,” Ruark pointed out,). 

Working 10 to 12-hour days for 
the most part, Ruark handled ev- 
ery task from structural design 
and purchase of the 100 foot-by- 
300 foot lot to the plumbing, car- 
pentry and electrical necessi- 
ties. He^estimates the cost of the 


land and all materials at $60,000. 

While featuring the look of the 
late 19th century throughout, the 
home also displays a number of 
concessions to the needs of the 
1980 s. Thermo-pane windows, 
steel doors, insulation and an 
energy efficient basement are 
visible signs of modern construc- 
tion. 

“I like the Early American 
look,” said Ruark as he provided 
a tour of the home on a sunny 
afternoon. “My wife and I enjoy 
antiques and the look of wood, 
especially in a plaster and ce- 
ment society. , 

“One of the things I enjoy ab- 
out building a house is that I can 
sit back and think of how I want 
something to look . . and then I 
can do it the way I want.” 

His pride and joy in this home, 
situated at 2686 Hix, is without 
a doubt the unique basement. 

“Wood is not porous like ce- 
ment,” declared Ruark, showing 
off the basement walls. “Water 
can go through cement but this 
basement is easily 30 to 40 per- 
cent more energy efficient than a 
cement basement.” 


Otto Stout is a man who be- 
lieves in dreams. 

He believes so deeply that 
when his grandchildren had 
dreams of a castle in which to let 
their young imaginations create 
a medieval fantasy world of a 
culture long gone, he decided to 
do something about it. 

That first castle", built long 
ago, was the beginning of a tradi- 
tion for “Papa” Stout, who now 
has built either a scale model 
castle or doll house for each of his 
nine grandchildren. Actually, he 
began with a doll house for his 
first granddaughter, and then his 
grandson demanded equal treat- 
ment — only he requested a cas- 
tle. And not just an ordinary cast- 
ly, Stout recalled. His specifica- 
tions included secret passage- 
ways, circular staircases, 
dungeons, moving walls and a 
spine-tingling torture chamber. 

As his expertise increased, 
Stout began the addition of life- 
like wooden dragons, skeltons 
and tiny scale model carved 
wooded furniture. Each of his 
castles takes about two years to 
complete and consists of more 
than 20,000 separate pieces of 
white pine carved into sections to 
resemble the stone blocks which 


were used in original castle con- 
struction. Each block is meticu- 
lously hand painted in colors of 
brown, grey and green to create 
the moldy cement color of 
ancient stone. 

And, Stout claims, his castles 
each have a basis in authenticity. 
Retired from General Motors 
for 10 years , he and his wife . Don- 
na, have traveled extensively 
through Europe and seen the cas- 
tles still standing in Italy, Ger- 
many, Austria and Switzerland. 
Each castle, Stout noted, is au- 
thentic in nature, but is made to 


please the individual child. A 
completed castle usually mea- 
sures 4 feet in height and is on a 2 
feet by 4 feet heavy plywood base 
with rubber casters for easy 
movability. 

“The kids can take them any- 
where, through the house, out- 
side in the yard, they can really 
play with them and use them” 
Stout said. “And my grand- 
daughters are now choosing the 
castles over doll houses.” 

During his tenure as a model 
castle builder. Stout, a 35-year

Utility rate proposal 
on ballot

Bills approved by the Legislature just before the start of its summer 
recess are steadily being signed into law by the Governor, including one 
which will place a utility rate proposal on the November election ballot. 

Actually there will be two somewhat similar proposals on the ballot. The 
other was placed there by citizen petition. 

Both are designed to eliminate automatic utility rate hikes to cover 
utilities' increased costs for fuel andj)ower. Present law allows these in- 
creased costs to be passed on to customers, with no approval needed from 
the Michigan Public Service Commission. 

Both proposals would require Public Service Commission approval be- 
fore any utility cost increases are passed on to consumers. 

The citizen petition proposal, backed by the Michigan Citizens Lobby 
and the Attorney General, would further prohibit utilities from having 
more than one rate case before the commission at any one time. Suppor- 
ters of this proposition say it would make possible more effective consum- 
er opposition to rate increase requests. 

The proposal adopted by the Legislature and signed by the Governor 
would allow' several hearings to be conducted at the same time Supporters 
say this allows for orderly rate regulation, and that the Citizens Lobby 
proposal would bring rate regulation to a virtual standstill. 

Also recently signed into law' was a two-bill package enacting new re- 
quirements for trucks, truck-trailer combinations, truck combinations 
and double-bottom tankers which haul flammable liquids with Hash points 
at or below’ 70 degrees fahrenheit. 

One of the bills provides that a truck or semi-trailer manufactured after 
the effective date of the bill could haul highly flammable liquids in Michi- 
gan only if their capacity w as less than 13,800 gallons. 

Additionally, all trucks and semi-trailer combinations with truck-trailer 
and double-bottom combinations, regardless of capacity, would have to 
pass a porthole pressure test. 

The second bill retains the inspection fees of $70 for each vehicle and $30 
for each storage tank of firms and vehicles which store or transport hazar- 
dous materials. Without this legislation, the fee schedule would revert to 
the former $35 and $15. respectively. 

(The law defines hazardous materials as explosives, fireworks. Hamm- 
able or compressed gas. oxidizing materials, poisonous fluids, liquified 
petroleum gas. and materials that are irritating, oxidizing, radioactive, 
corrosive or disease-causing ) . 

Another new law' allows tax credits for farmers who allow charitable 
organizations to * glean” their crops Gleaning is collecting crops left over 
after farmers complete normal harvesting. There are several organiza- 
tions which collect these surplus crops and distribute them to the poor. 
What they glean would ordinarily go to waste in the fields 
Under the new law’, farmers who allow’ their fileds to be gleaned will be 
able to claim a credit against their state income tax for 10 percent of the 
wholesale market value of the gleaned crops 
Under a recently-signed law. taxpayers will be able to designate $2 of 
their income tax refund for a new Children s Trust Fund, with the money 
used to finance child abuse prevention and services

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If Juvenile Court facility 
closes, where do they go... ? 


The condemned juvenile court facility utilized 
by all Western Wayne County has received a 
reprieve — but the impending shut down of the 
court could have far-reaching effects on the loc- 
al communities using the Westland based 
office. 

Last month, area police officials received va- 
rious communications from Wayne County, 
announcing the immediate closing of the juve- 
nile court . According to Canton Police Lt . Larry 
Stewart, this action would have made an 
already bad situation “a disaster. ” Police in 
Wayne, Westland and Canton all presently util- 
ize the juvenile court for the processing of any 
records which might involve a juvenile, both cri- 
minal and protective. Judge Gladys Barsamian 
notified the local authorities June 2 that the 
facility would close June 11 and that all viola- 
tions involving juveniles would be returned to 
the individual municipalities for processing. 

A last minute phone call followed by mail com- 
munications cancelled the previous closing 
directive , and the court received a stay of execu- 
tion until the scheduled Aug. 10 election when 
the County will ask for a 1 mill increase to help 
support the court along with general county- 
operations. 

Should the millage effort fail, as many, includ- 
ing Canton Police Chief Jerry Cox predicts, the 
result will be massive layoffs at the court levels, 
the juvenile protective home and the juvenile 
correction facility, along with layoffs in the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Department. It might 
even result, he noted, in the turning of existing 
prisoners into the streets as there will be no 
means of housing or processing the cases. 

“I don’t think people will pass this millage 
until they are satisfied that some responsible 
controls are established. I think people want 
more accountability for the spending,” Cox pre- 
dicted. 

According to various local law enforcement 
officers, this millage failure and the subsequent 
closing of the juvenile facility would necessitate 
the use of the Detroit court system for all mat- 
ters involving juveniles. 

“They're going to take us back to the days of 
yore when it took an entire day to get one person 
taken care of,” note Sgt. Dale Reynolds, juve- 
nile officer with the Westland Police Depart- 
ment. 

Such a transfer would involve the travel of all 
officers involved with the processing of any 
juvenile to the downtown Detroit court, located 
on East Forest, near Wayne State University, 
along with defendants and witnesses in many 
cases. “By closing this office, every action, ail 
paperwork, must be handled downtown,” Ste- 
wart noted. “It will mean double caseloads for 
them and I feel it will virtually eliminate proba- 
tion. Who’s going to drive from downtown De- 
troit to see kids in this area? 

“Our cases will be ignored. In reality, all 
I Western Wayne County has really been dealt 
dirty,” Stewart continued. 

Reynolds seconded that opinion noting, “The 
sad part about it is that out-county residents 
aren’t getting their money’s worth now. They’re 
pumping money into the system and in the end 
are getting cheated . They have been for years . ’ ’ 
Reynolds said. 

City of Wayne Public Safety Direcor Ray 
LeCornu was also highly critical of the 
threatened closing. “It’s necessary out here and 
has been serving the needs of the people of west- 
ern Wayne county. There’s no reason to change 
things now just because some county commis- 


sioners gave away the store in the past and now 
want to make everybody suffer.” 

Reynolds noted that the juvenile problem is 
just as severe in out-county areas as in Detroit. 
As 99 percent of the youths in the detention home 
are from the City of Detroit, he said, if out- 
county communities could redirect the amount 
of money they contribute to the support of that 
system they might conceivably open a local 
youth home in the area. 

And Cox would also like to see improved op- 
erations in the out-county area suggesting a 
combination of circuit and probate courts into 
the district so that there would be a reasonably 
accessible facility for the processing of law en- 
forcement cases. 

“I’ve had my fill of inefficient court systems. 
That there is no concept of crime until the age of 
18 is a farce. We’re missing the boat on juvenile 
justice. Our first role is to deter crime and teach 
what’s right — how do we do that with no system 
of punishment? Kid’s attitudes are that they will 
only get a warning. And when a juvenile who's 
been in for breaking and entering three times 
before he’s 16 has only gotten warnings, his atti- 
tude is that he can get away with it,” Cox said. 

“When he has a knife at her throat, a rape 
victim doesn’t care that her assailant is only 14 
— the age of the criminal makes no difference to 
the victim,” the chief added. 

“We presently end up with one or two out of 10 
of our juvenile petitions approved and those dis- 
missed are issued a warning or no official action 
is taken. Kids need to be conditioned to punish- 
ment for crimes,” Cox said. 

And according to Reynolds, watching the 
juvenile court system today is “an earth shat- 
tering experience.” He maintains that the youth 
home is presently comparable to “doing hard 
time.” 

“How can we help these kids when we let them 
get bogged down in the system ? Some kids that 
end up as wards of the state are ending up in the 
protective services home for months, not get- 
ting the help and counseling they need. 

“The juvenile home has been almost like a 
threat that we could hold over these kids heads, 
if we shut the system down, they’ll look at us and 
laugh. 

“These kids aren’t stupid, they know the law 
as well as we do,” Reynolds said. 

And LeCornu explained the entire situation as 
a dollars and cents issue. 

“It’s all a part of the county government dis- 
aster. They can save money by cutting person- 
nel and equipment. In Wayne, too, it would mean 
the petitions and paperwork would be handled 
through the mail or by sending personnel to De- 
troit. That would mean additional costs in man- 
power and equipment for us . . . all for the con- 
venience of downtown Detroit,” LeCornu 
stated. 

“It’s a money problem and if you look into the 
juvenile justice system, you’ll find its a case of 
mismanagement. It’s been that way for years. 
We’ve bogged ourselves down by not using com- 
mon sense. We’ve bogged ourselves down in a 
maze of complicated rules and in the long run, 
it’s the kid who suffers,” Reynolds added. 

“We can’t handle the effects of the proposed 
shutdowns. More and more we are experiencing 
a devastation of our ability to deal with crimin- 
als. We do an above average job of apprehension 
and arrest. It’s useless if we have no place to go. 

“Juvenile offenders are in a revolving door 
type situation. We know this year who the kids 
we’ll arrest next year will be,” Cox concluded.

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Letter that saddens 
but offers some hope 


To the Editor: 

I sat in the audience Wednesday evening. July 14. at the Wayne 
Community Center and listened to the City Council and mem- 
bers of the Wayne community discuss the issue of community 
homes for developmentally disabled persons. 

I experienced very intense and mixed emotions. 

I was incredulous that our organization has functioned in this 
community for 28 years and yet so many people have so little 
knowledge about the realities of being born handicapped or liv- 
ing with a handicapped person. I was even more incredulous 
when Rep. Mahlih used an analogy which seemed to equate 
handicapped persons to solid waste. We have not fulfilled the 
dictates of our constitution very well. 

Second. I was pleased and supportive of those individuals who 
spoke to the need for all communities to accept responsibility for 
planning housing and services for their citizens who are unable 
to develop these opportunities on their own. 

Our state and national organization has been very actively 
involved in this movement. There is no one more supportive of 
quality housing than the parents and families of a handicapped 
person. 

Our Association deeply shares the questions and concerns 
raised with respect to insuring adequate staffing and adequate 
training. There is no group of people who care more about this 
i ssue . 

Indeed, in Wayne County, our Associations are training their 
members and interested others to be volunteer group home 
monitors. This effort seems, with data now being gathered, to be 
very effective. We are supportive of all efforts to add or modify 
laws that will insure high standards for services to the hand- 
icapped. 

I was also saddened to hear people expressing or intimating 
that institutions were the appropriate “home" for handicapped. 
Such statements can only be made if one has not visited an 
institution. I’ve seen many! 

They are not pretty sights. Some comments from the audience 
seem to be indicating that families that placed their child in the 
institution were abdicating their responsibility. 

Such attitudes could not be maintained if the speaker had ever 
agonized with mothers and fathers as their ability to meet their 
child's needs within their home deminished because of the finan- 
cial. emotional, and physical stress placed on the family unit by 
the handicapped member. 

At the time most families made the decision to institutionalize 
their child, communities offered little in the way of support — no 
education programs, no recreation programs, no respite centers 
and, few doctors or dentists who would meet routine health 
needs. 

Families had to go it alone. When the strain, and only when the 
strain became too great, did most families finally accept an 
institutional placement . There were also a number of other fami- 
lies who, shortly after the birth of their child, were convinced by 
well meaning professionals that institutionalization would 
guarantee the best in care and training for their child and so the 
baby was committed to that life. I know of no family who institu- 
tionalized their child who still today is not suffering from their 
decision. 

I wish more people could see how community placement, spe- 
cial education and all the other support services to the develop- 
mentally disabled person are working to the taxpayer's benefit. 
More retarded people are earning wages, paying taxes, spend- 
ing their money in local communities than ever before. 

Through programming we are finding that handicapped peo- 
ple have far more potential than was dreamed 20 years ago. 
Even the most severely handicapped person continues to re- 
spond positively to training. Like you and I. a retarded person is 
“never to old to learn". Key components of the learning process 
are individualized attention and opportunities to model from 
more capable persons and practice learned skills. Institutions 
cannot provide such a learned environment. 

It is unfortunate that it took state legislation to educate and 
house handicapped persons in their communities. On the other 
hand, in the years I have worked in the field I have never seen a 
community — even when the abuses of Plymouth Center were 
being publicized — say. “My God. how horrible * 1 Let s return our 
citizens to our community and plan for them. We can do a better 
job.’ v 

No. it took direction from state government to begin the pro- 
cess. Not even when economic information became available 
that institutional “warehousing" of our citizens was more ex- 
pensive to the taxpayer than community alternatives, were 
many people impressed. 

My curiosity was roused at the meeting. I find it hard to under- 
stand why it is not good for our normal children to learn from a 
very young age that not all babies are born with perfect bodies 
and not all babies are born with perfect minds. 

Statistics being gathered indicate that retarded people are 
involved in inappropriate behaviors in the community at far less 
rate than we normal citizens In reality, we probably have 
more to fear from each other It is being found that retarded 
people make good workers, good neighbors, and good Iriends. 

My hope is that many of the people in the audience do not have 
the 3G statistical rate of retardation for a population occur in 
their family If there should be a handicapped son daughter 
grandchild niece nephew I feel confident many would begin to 
say silent prayers of gratitude that they live in America and in 
Michigan where all human life has value and communities are 
encouraged by state law to provide services to meet even the 
needs of those who cannot ask for themselves.

But, at times, he would come up 
with a scholarly remark. Therefore 
you wondered if it was us, the weary 
in the council chamber or the man. 

This citizen appeared to have 
taken the day off to approach the 
Romulus councilmen on the issue of 
vandalism. He said that since the 
park — Kennedy Park, that is — was 
closed down at 10 p.m., most of the 
gang congregated near his establish- 
ment and held their ball and beer fest 
there. 

When the evening ended, it usually 
ended with some damage to his prop- 
erty. 

Obviously, no man or woman could 
tolerate such goings-on, therefore, 
he has urged police action. Swaying 
away from the issue, this man did 
however raise an issue that has 
touched off a debate. 

That issue is : Can a council place a 
moratorium on, for example, licens- 
ing arcades. As a businessman, the 
new fad has attracted a lot of atten- 
tion and has brought in money and 
youth and problems in some com- 
munities. 

Romulus, for example, has a 
moratorium on new licenses for the 
arcades while the City Fathers de- 
bate what kind of ordinance it will 
adopt to cover the controversial 
games. 

The man in the council chamber 
informed the Council that he be- 
lieved that the Council had no right to 
place such a moratorium, and that he 
was willing to hire an attorney to 
prove it. In fact, the man said that he 
would show up in the City Clerk’s 
office and make application for addi- 
tional licenses. 

City Clerk Raymond Cantrell told 
the man that hiring an attorney and 
appearing on his sacred turf was the 
man’s prerogative. 

“According to the moratorium 
placed by this council, I can’t issue a 
license for additional video games,” 
Cantrell informed the citizen. 

“These games make money, no 
one will deny it,” the citizen said. 
“Why then are you denying us the 
right? With a lawyer could I get them 
(a license).” 

The dialogue continued. 

Romulus Mayor Pro Tern sug- 
gested to the resident that he should 
check with his attorney and take his 
legal advice. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry, 
however, urged the citizen “to bear 
with us until we can get this ordi- 
nance on the books. We don’t need a 
legal confrontation. I don’t feel we 
should challenge anyone in the 
courts on this because I’m afraid we 
will probably lose." 

How true. How true. 

Whoever said council meetings 
are boring, never attended a Romu- 
lus meeting. Betcha when cable TV 
comes to this town, it won’t be diffi- 
cult to get a sponsor for it.

The impression has been given by some local 
newspapers that we, the people of Glen Street in 
Westland, are in agreement with the proposed 
Adult Foster Care Home for six severely men- 
tally retarded at 33439 Glen by Northville Re- 
sidential Training Center. 

We are greatly opposed to this plan and have 
met with our mayor and city officials and dis- 
cussed at great lengths the ramifications. 

We have written to our congressman, Gov- 
ernor, State Senator and State Representative. 
Cong. Bill Ford responded stating it was not a 
federal issue and there was nothing he could do. 

Mr. Tom Brown showed the courtesy of re- 
sponding, stating that he would be discussing 
this issue with Senator William Faust within a 
few days. As of this date the issue remains in 
limbo. 

The target date has been set for August per L 
Starwas, Director who states that you should 
phone her if you have questions. She and no one 
else can say anything to alleviate our concerns. 

How could one not possibly know this is only 
one of many issues which explains why our State 
is in such a financial mess. 

My neighbors, as well as myself are most up- 
set about the foster home. I am requesting that 
you show some concern for our problem and 
attempt to alleviate it. 

First . we already have a school for the mental- 
ly retarded directly across the street from us. It 
is Wilson School. There is less than 1500 feet 
from it to the Glen residence where the proposed 
foster home is going in. The neighborhood has 
voiced no objections against the school. But I 
truly feel that we should not be expected to 
accept being surrounded by the retarded. 

The statement is frequently made about pa- 
tients rights What about our rights: (Citizens, 
taxpayers?) 

I have lived at my present location for 20 
years. My husband and I have worked and in- 
vested in our home yearly to make it what it is 
(comfortable). It is all that we have. 

Next, please allow me to explain my position 
on this issue. 

I am a Registered Nurse employed by the 
State at a Psychiatric facility. I have worked in 
the field of Mental Health since 1968. So. there- 
fore, you can see that I have no prejudices to- 
ward the mentally deficient. I have chosen this 
field above all the others. I have all of the com- 
passion, love and understanding that one could 
possibly possess for those less fortunate than 
myself, but I do not feel I should have to bring 
these people home with me. 

I work the wards daily. I’m not sitting back in 
an office. I deal with the NOW behavior of these 
people. 

I am not and have never been in approval of 
Adult Foster Care Homes in any neighborhood. 
Throwing the retarded into the community is not 
the answer. I strongly feel that private home 
owners and investors are profiting immensely 
from these Group Homes. I personally know of 
instances where these administrators are 
alloted x-thousands of dollars for transporta- 
tion They then obtained a vehicle for several 
thousand less than alloted So therefore, they 
pocketed the remainder 
I don t profess to be knowledgeable on many 
issues But I am an expert when it involves car- 


ing for and knowing the unexpected behavior 
patterns of the mentally deficient. One minute 
they’re passive and the next they may be throw- 
ing a chair through a window, merely from 
being teased by someone. This is just one ex- 
ample. 

If these patients can function so well indepen- 
dently with supervision, why aren’t they home 
with their families where they can care for 
them ? These patients have three major needs : a 
full stomach, a dry bottom, and loads of TLC 
(Tender Loving Care). These needs and many 
others can be assured in a structured environ- 
ment supervised around the clock by licensed 
personnel. Can the same care be given by indi- 
viduals working for minimum wage with a few 
weeks training who usually can obtain no other 
employment? No way! 

These psychologists, social workers, coordi- 
nators and consultants all make it look so good 
on paper. You see, they evaluate the patients 
approximately fifteen minutes, maybe two to 
three days weekly. I live with these patients 
eight hours a day . These professionals with all of 
their memos and all of their plans and rules are 
unreal. They deal with expectations. I deal with 
the real thing. 

I have been informed by the NRTC that the 
retarded are different from the mentally ill. I 
cannot accept this. If one is incomplete in their 
mental intelligence they are mentally ill, re- 
gardless if the cause is congenital, chemistry 
imbalance or senility. 

We have a mixture of diagnoses at our facility. 
The schizophrenic and the retarded behavior 
are undistinguishable. 

At any facility, patient abuse is always a ma- 
jor issue. Any and all unusual bruises or occur- 
ences must be explained and investigated. Who 
is to say what goes on behind the closed doors of 
a Foster Care Home? Surely not the retarded 
patient. 

How can you possibly train an employee in a 
few weeks to handle epileptics, diabetics, uncon- 
trollable patients? You can not teach patience 
and understanding. Very few people can toler- 
ate the actions of these patients. 

These coordinators and support services will 
be in the comfort of their home when the patient 
gets angry and the adrenalin begins to flow. I’m 
sure the nurse will not be available at all times to 
sedate the patient. Who knows what will occur 9 

Some may say that 1 only want to save my job. 
How can this be so when R.N.’s are in such great 
demand? I love my job and receive a 
tremendous amount of satisfaction from my 
efforts. I feel that I am a Mother image to fifty- 
four patients five days a week But when I leave 
my ward. 1 know that my patients' needs have 
been met. 

We are known to be a democratic society, but I 
question this. How can our Legislature allow the 
citizens, the taxpayers, to be treated in this 
manner? We have no say and we are not even 
consulted, but we are informed of how it will be. 

This is all so that someone can profit from the 
mentally retarded, handicapped, or schizo. 

Labef them as you please, their needs will 
remain the same.

30, 1$$2 Romulus Roman in 
which it was alleged that 1 said 
that the failure of the millage 
was the fault of the Senior 
Citizens Tower. As you can see, 
the newspaper writer had asked 
me the question, “What about 
the absentee vote” ? My response 
was to point out that people who 
live ii* the Senior Citizens Tower 
do noLpay taxes and people in all 
of Romulus who are low income 
can avail themselves of the 
Homestead Property Tax. You’ll 
notice that my last statement 
said. **So again, I feel these peo- 
ple misunderstand what is hap- 
pening here.” I did not intend 
this remark to imply ‘ * we lost the 
millage” because of the Towers, 
In the two years that I have 


been in Romulus. I have 
appeared at two Senior Citizen 
Group Meetings and have been 
at lunch and other functions on 
four different occasions in the 
Towers. On only two of those 
occasions did I make any com- 
ments about millages and the 
state aid formula because they 
were appropriate times to do so. 
It is obvious that we have a com- 
municiation problem, and 1 will 
work to correct that. We will ask 
for time at your club meetings 
early this fall. 

I’ve discussed with our com- 
munity education director, Wil- 
liam Smith, the possibility of our 
submitting some type of news 
letter to be distributed to keep all 
the folks in the Senior Towers in- 
formed of school district and 
community happenings. 

The person who wrote the let- 
ter for your signature “took me 
to task” in fine style and I 'm very 
impressed with their writing 
ability. If that person or any 
others of you are interested, we 
would be most happy to work 
with you in establishing some 
kind of written communication 
with all the residents in the Tow- 
er. If any of you have an interest 
in this area, please contact us. 

In summary, I apologize for 
any misunderstanding caused by 
my statement. I fully understand 
that the Senior Citizens Tower in 
Romulus is an asset not a prob- 
lem to the community. We will be 
attempting during this school 
year to establish lines of com- 
munication with you to avoid any 
misunderstandings in the future.

The ‘ real 1 Hudson's 


In the early Fifties, when I was 
just outside of being a kid, but 
still outside of being an adult, I 
read Seventeen” magazine and 
spent most of my Saturday after- 
noons roaming around down- 
town Hudson’s. 

My cousin and I would take the 
bus from Highland Park, past 
Briggs Stadium, to the fairy- 
world of Downtown Detroit. (If 
you never saw Downtown Detroit 
in the Fifties or before, you real- 
ly missed something.) 

We would get off the bus and 
race to Hudson s, breathing a 
sigh of relief when we turned the 
corner and saw it was still there. 

Twice a year we went there 
rich: Once when school started 
in September; then again when 
the semesters changed. We were 
each given a crisp $20 bill by our 
mothers, who ordered us to 
spend it on skirts, blouses and/or 
underwear, and not on make-up, 
jewelry and or hot fudge sun- 
daes. 

To enter downtown Hudson s 
was to enter Buckingham Palac- 
e; the Taj Mahal It was elegance 


beyond anything these two hick 
kids had ever seen. People spoke 
softly in Hudson’s and scents 
permeated the oak-panelled 
walls, giving it an exquisite odor 
indescribable and all its own. 

There were uniformed oper- 
ators at every elevator, and, 
once we learned how to say 
“mezzanine”, we said it a lot. 
From that grand aerie, we could 
look down on the perfume coun- 
ters or watch the people coming 
into or going out of the heavy oak 
and brass revolving doors. We 
went in and out of them, 
ourselves, sometimes just to be 
going in and out. 

Did anyone ever go to Hud- 
son’s just to buy something and 
then leave ? I don’t know. We nev- 
er did Going to Hudson’s was an 
experience worth savoring. 

As we went up. floor after 
floor, things got quieter; almost 
eerie. As though we were intrud- 
ing. somehow, and our $20 bills 
weren’t nearly enough to cover 
the cost of admission 

When we got over our fear — 
when no one threw us out — we 


felt , privileged. Someone had 
found the finest craftsmen, the 
finest artisans, to put the finest 
touches to the interior of that 
building, and here we were, 
absolute nobodies, enjoying it all 
freely and for free. 

Celadon Green was what I re- 
member as the color of Hud- 
son’s. There were no hot pinks or 
purples, no glaring reds, whites 
and blues — only quiet, under- 
stated grayed tones. It was — 
elegant 

Then, just before Hudson’s 
built Northland, we moved to 
Southfield, and. with the splashy 
new kid sister so close by, there 
was no need to go downtown It 
was the beginning of the end. 
they say now 

I’ve been back to Hudson's 
downtown a few times since the 
Golden Days, and each time it 
became more and more evident 
that she was languishing It was 
like watching an old and dear 
friend die Soon it becomes too 
painful to watch and you take the 
easy way out You stay away

EDITOR — May I comment on 
the Adult Foster Care Homes dis- 
pute in Wayne? Last evening we 
witnessed a media-hype over 
adult foster care homes from our 
front-yard. 

As I was watching this circus 
with Channel 7 TV news, I won- 
dered if my fellow neighbors 
knew what a group home is all 
about. 

A year ago I too 
was against homes that cared for 
“mentally ill” people or “re- 
tarded” people. My four-year old 
son taught me not to fear “abnor- 
mal” people or be prejudiced. 
My son was born with birth de- 
fects. He has been in hospitals 
more times than I care to re- 
member. He has required spe- 
cial education through the 
Wayne-Westland Early In- 
tervention program due to im- 
paired speech and separation 
anxiety. 

Some of his friends in his 
school are “retarded” or “men- 
tally impaired.” They are hu- 
mans who have feelings, needs 
and need support. They are not 
freaks. My heart goes out to pa- 
rents o^ mentally impaired 
youngsters because people are 
afraid of them. My son’s physical 
impairments aren't visible to the 
public, so he isn't gawked at in 
public. We do get questions when 
he is without his shirt on as to 
why he has surgical scars or why 
he cannot talk plainly. 

That hurts me but not as badly 
as a parent of a mentally im- 
paired child must feel when peo- 
ple whisper or stare at their im- 
paired child. 

These children grow up. They 
have the right to decent housing 
and a “normal” life. Why can’t 
they live in a residential area like 
“normal” people? 

I visited a grouo home in Livo- 
nia with parents Trom my son’s 
school. It was a very well run 
home with constant supervision. 
The young adults were proud of 
their home and how well they 
were able to function in a “nor- 
mal” world. This is no much bet- 
ter then being locked away in an 
institution. These homes also 
give aging parents of impaired 
young adults hope that their 
child will have a place in this 
world alter they pass on. 

I ask my neighbors to research 
these homes. Visit a group home 
and talk to the residents They 
may be surprised and find out 
that they aren’t raising mad 
idiots who will run rampant 
down their quiet streets 

One more point Everyone 
thinks these so called “im- 
paired” people are not their 
problem 

I feel we are all obligated in 
helping those who have problems 
helping themselves 

One day these neighbors of 
mine may be forced with caring 
for an impaired child or adult 

I. too. never thought it would 
be mv problem Now it is mv way 
of life

Tasty fish without secret recipe 
requires some preparation tricks

Have you ever wanted to know the 
secret recipes of the fish res- 
taurants? 

Seems they always manage to 
turn out hot, crusty, delicious 
chunks of fish, not at all like what 
you can make at home. 

Although the professional chefs 
won’t divulge their secrets. I’ve 
learned some of the tricks of the 
trade. 

The main thing is to immerse the 
fish in a deep pan of clean, hot vege- 
table oil or lard. The terftperature of 
the grease must be constant at 375 
degrees Fahrenheit, so a thermo- 
meter capable of reading that high 
is needed. 

You can improvise using a small 


cube of bread. Drop it into the hot oil 
and if it instantly foams, the 
temperature is close enough to pro- 
ceed. 

Don’t put too many pieces into the 
fryer at one time. Doing this cools 
the oil and doesn t give the fish that 
quick-cooked flavor you want. Cook 
the chunks for four minutes, then 
remove them to drain on a rack or 
paper towels. 

Following is a recipe for a dry 
coating mix that works well with 
deep-fried fish. Dip the fish into 
heavy cream , or in melted ice-milk , 
a form of ice cream available at 
groceries. 

For a seasoned coating mix. try 
the following combination: 

2 cups fine, dry bread crumbs. 1 2 
cup flour. V* teaspoon thyme. 
teaspoon powdered cloves. 4 teas- 


poons salt. 1 teaspoon pepper. 2 
teaspoons paprika. This makes 
enough mix for three pounds of fish .

It was not your everyday birthday party. 

To be sure, there were streamers and balloons 
swinging frbm the ceiling and there was no lack 
of gifts from adoring family members. 

But the day had a special significance. For the 
Sunday, July 11, party was to celebrate the 
birthday of Sean Zawol, who has spent his first 
year of life in Oakwood Hospital’s neonatal in- 
tensive care unit (NICU) in the Maternal and 
Child Health Care Center. 

Sean was born around 10 weeks permature, 
weight two pounds and 1 1 ounces, and since birth 
he has mainly been on a ventilator. Today, he 
weighs more than \2Vi pounds and, while de- 
velopmental^' delayed and suffering from some 
respiratory problems, he is making progress. 

“With babies like Sean, we take one day at a 
time/’ said New Boston’s Edith A. Merritt. 
R.N . head nurse, NICU, who noted Sean has 
spent the longest period of time in NICU of any 
baby at Oakwood. She said he is reponsive to 
sounds, people and faces, is doing well nutri- 
tionally, and “gets angry when we do things he 
doesn’t want done.” 

The idea for the party stemmed from Sean’s 
three primary care nurses, Linda Grundy . R .N. , 
Dolores Sandrowicz, R.N., and Audrey Dibble, 
R.N., who attend to him on their respective 
shifts. 

After his parents were contacted for their 
approval, the plans were made with other hos- 
pital departments also participating in the 
event. 

“People often forget the humane aspects of 
hospital care and his is a very good example of 
caring which hospital personnel have for a pa- 
tient They not only provide medical care but 
emotional support as well. It’s an example of 
people sharing and caring, ” said Mrs. Merritt. 

The relationships between members of the 
medical and nursing staffs with their patients is 
always important. In Sean s case, his primary 
care nurses have contributed much to the prog- 
ress he has made. 

In citing the “continuity of care,” Mrs. Mer- 
ritt said. “Sean sees the same faces all the time. 
While other nurses have provided important 
support, his primary care nurses are special to 
Sean and he’s special to them.” 

This point is echoed by Sean s mother, Rebec- 
ca Zawol , who says Sean is aware when his most 
familiar faces are not around. 

“Everyone has been great. They’re like a 
family to us. A couple of the nurses even call 
themselves ‘aunt to Sean.

“Sean was moved to an isolation room so his 
little brother could be with him,” said Mrs. Mer- 
ritt, who noted while there is open visiting for 
parents and grandparents, there is no open visit- 
ing for siblings inside the unit. 

“The party turned out great,” said Mrs. 
Zawol. who has spent several hundred hours at 
the hospital visiting Sean. 

It has been a difficult time for the couple but 
through this period. Mrs. Zawol said she has 
been sustained by her family and friends. 
“Shane is the only thing which keeps me really 
going. ” she said, because “I have another baby 
at home to think about.” 

The day not only provided the Zawol family 
with further encouragement but was a reflec- 
tion of the caring for Sean - a caring which also 
occurs on a daily basis for all the babies in the 
unit.
